Problemet ar att fem 
olika vittnen har avvikande asikter om 
vad som verkligen hande. 

AFU:s Hakan Blomqvist har under flera ar 
dokumenterat fallet med minutios noggran— 
het.

Skamtlynnen behov 
av att "testa" hur langt andra manniskors 
godtrogenhet stracker sig.... 

Oet finns helt klart arliga och bra 
UFO-vittnen. For deras skull maste vi 
alia hjalpas at med att stada ordentligt 
pa ufologins skrapiga bakgard. 


Anders Liljegren 
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Penninglystnad motivet 


Stig Rydbergs och Hans Bustafssons fantastiska eite led 
ryadvarelser i Ooesten norr on Halsingborg i decenber 
1958 bar aldrig intraffat. Det kunde denna artikels 
Isrfattare och Anders Liljegren sla fast i en nyutkoiien 
bok dar handelsen skarskadas. 


Vara nisstankar att handelsen inte var sann koi ganska 
tidigt. Allt fir nanga delar av pojkarnas berattelse var 
oklara eller direkt notsagelsefulla. Nar vi jaifirde 
polisprotokoll, tidningsintervjuer xh bandinspelningar 
stod det klart att viktiga bitar var direkt osanna. 


Nya fakta son kouit fran efter bokens publicering 
bekraftar nu till 100 procent det pastaendet. 

Hed risk att gira nanga svenska ufologer besvikna gick vi 
ut ned var undersikning i artiklar i svenska UFO-Aktuellt 
och danska IIFO-Nyt, sant genoa ett firedrag vid UFO- 
Sveriges riksstanna i Stxkholn nu i april. Dar presente- 
rade vi bokens slutsatser i ner koncentrerad forn. 

En handelse son lange ansetts son ett av de basta Kh 
nest intressanta svenska UFO-fallen kunde i wh ned detta 
avfiras belt. Oct rader inte langre nagon tvekan on att 
hela bistorien ar en bluff; ett falsariun fran birjan 
till slut. Den pastadda narkontakten bar aldrig agt run. 


Det fanns ocksa en tydligt tendens hos pojkarna att 
battra pa sin historia, att firandra och putsa, fir att 
fa det hela att stanna ned utfragarens intentioner. Saval 
Rydberg son Bustafsson fick vid flera tillfallen andra 
sina vittnesnal da notsagelserna blev allt fir tydliga. 

Trots att listan ned fragetecken blev allt langre knnde 
vi inte sakert sla fast att hela historien var ett. 
falsariun. Det kunde trots allt finnas en reell upplevel- 
se, on an bara en iverdriven feltolkning av ett nystiskt 
ljussken, bakon deras berattelse. Det var inte firran jag 
talade ned Hans Bustafssons bror Artur son nan aed 
stirsta sannolikhet kunde saga att hela historien var 
uppdiktad. 


Den IS april publicerade Helsingborgs Dagblad en langre 
artikel on var bok. Tva dagar senare filjdes artikeln upp 
ned en intervju aed en person vid nann Christian Johan¬ 
sen, en av pojkarnas kanrater fran 1958-59. Johansen 
bekraftade i artikeln allt vi bar konait fran till. 

Att han inte tidigare tratt fran xh avslijat blnffen 
forfclarar han aed ett lifte son ban gav pojkarna fir 30 
ar sedan. Nu, nar histxien anda avlijats, kanner han sig 
inte langre bunden av loftet. 


Artur berattade, pa ain fraga on han kande till handel¬ 
sen, att Hans fir honon hade erkant att allt var en bluff 
och att de bada hade gjort narkavtrycket aed en vanlig 
flaska. Efterson Artur Bustafsson sjalvnant berattade 
detta, utan att jag iver huvud taget naande vara nisstan¬ 
kar, kon bans utsago att vaga tungt. Nar nu bluffen ater 
bekraftas, av tva fir oss dittills okanda personer, bar 
det sista lilla tvivlet belt forsvunnit. 

Christian Johansen och bans ax Martha bodde grannar ned 
faniljen Bustafsson pa den tiden de bodde i Bridakra,

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T^arp. De kande Hans nycket val. Under den tid soe 
Onestensaffaren utspelade sig, franfor allt vintern 
1958-59 och varen 1959, traffade Christian Hans flera 
ganger varje vecka. Ocksa Stig traffade han regelbundet. 

Nv jag talade eed Christian i telefon den 3 uj heskrev 
han sina intryck sa har: 

- Nar pojkarna kon till Doasten den dar kvallen hade de 
litet trakigt och ville hitta pa nagot. Nagon av dea 
hittade pa historian oa tefatet, jag skulle tro att det 
var Hans, Kh sedan haatade de en flaska i hilen soa de 
gjorde ett aarke aed. Jag skulle tro att de stannat vid 
vagkanten for att Stig var full och skulle av och kissa. 
Oe var ensaaaa, nagra flickor hade de ahsolut inte aed 
sig. 

- Hen affaren hlev for stor for de hada; det var inte 
aeningen att det skulle hli sa stort. Soa nar de var aed 
i 'Tiaaeo Tuaba* pa radio - de fick sa bra betalt! Nar de 
koa hea fran Stockhola koa Hans direkt till aig och 
visade hur aycket pengar han fatt. Det handlade alltid oa 
pengar i allt vad han gjorde. Kunde han tjana en extra 
slant sa gjorde han det. 

- Sedan byggdes historien pa. Det borjade koaaa grona 
gubbar och sedan hade de varit ute och akt aed dea ocksa. 
Hela tiden funderade de pa vad de skulle hitta pa 
harnast. Hen det hlev for stort. Nar de borjade prata on 
att CIA var inkopplat da borjade det ga for langt. Jag 
hade aldrig trott att det skulle ga sa langt. Iluffen 
borjade spara ur. 

Ocksa Christians aaaaa, Hartba Christianson bekraftar att 
allt var en bluff: 


Enligt Christian Johansen var det Hans Bustafsson soa var 
hjaroan bakoe historien. Hans var alltid ute efter snabba 
pengar och drog sig, enligt Christian, inte for att bade 
lura och bedra folk, en person soe kunde prata oakull vea 
sot heist. 

Christian Johansen bekraftar ocksa de farhagor soa bland 
andra Gosta Rehn hade att det var pengar soa lag bakoa 
pojkarnas historia. Christian var sjalv aed Kh tog 
intrade vid flera foredrag, pengar soa sedan gick till 
sprit och nojen. Foredragen skulle egentligen ha varit 
gratis sen pojkarna skaffade fraa egna biljetter sea 
Christiana sedan salde vid dorren. 

- Sedan hlev de osaas. De hade hittat pa ett nytt satt 
att 'blasa* aattor. Det hela var ju ren bluff sen det gav 
en del pengar. De enda son 'blastes* det var kunderna. 
Den affaren gjorde att de aldrig ville veta av varandra 
sedan. 

- Jag traffade Stig for nagra ar sedan, innan han dog. Vi 
kepte en flaska och drack nagra groggar Kh pratade. DA 
sa jag till honoa rent ut att vi bKde beratta att allt- 
var en bluff, aen han vagade inte. Och det var detsaaaa 
aed Hasse, han hlev radd att aka i fangelse for att de 
hade lurat sa aanga. 

Christian tror att allt detta gjorde att Hans Bustafsson 
inte foil overbord den dar blasiga noveabernatten 1960, 
utan tog sitt eget liv: drack sig sa full att ban vagade 
hoppa. 

- Han bade hela tiden histKien i huvudet. Sakert var det 
den son bidrog till att han dog. Vid ett tillfalle ringde 
han aig Kh hotade at doda aig oa jag skulle skvallra. 
Don var radda. 

CS: Neo varfor just ett flygande tefat? Fanas det inga 
andra histKier soa lag narnare till hands? 

- Det var nycket prat oa flygande tefat Kb ryska 
sputnikar, oa att ryssen skulle koaaa. Han pratade os att 
hela sundet var fullt av ryssar. I detta passade tefaten 
in alldeles perfekt. Jargongen var hela tiden att hitta 
pa nagot sensationellt, nagot de kunde tjana pengar pa. 

Efter 30 ar brot alltsa Christian Kh Hartha tystaadco. 
Nar de laste oa vart arbete aed fallet i HelsioghKgs 
Dagblad fanns det inte langre nagon anledning att balla 
tyst. De tva personer de en gang givit loftet till var 
dida. 

Vart arbete, soa borjade hosten 1987, har daraed Kksa 
fatt sin naturliga slutpunkt. Ett arbete soa kostat 
aycket pengar och tagit aycket tid, eller soa Christian 
Johansen suanerar det hela: 


- Jag kande Hans val, det var en trevlig och snygg kille. - Det bar har engagerat sa nycket folk belt i onodan.

Phenoaena Research Organization) delinitivt gatt i graven 
efter 36 ars existens. TidskriFten APRO Bulletin har 
likaledes upphort, och i ett aaerikanskt nyhetsblad laste 
vi den verkligt trakiga nyheten att Coral Lorenzen 
Fsrordnat att APRO’s gigantiska sailing av brev, rappor- 
ter, bocker, etc. ska brannas! Ett Fullstandigt obegrip- 
ligt testaaente Fran iFologins 'grand old lady*. APRO’s 
arkiv lar innehalla 10.000-tals rapporter, ett unikt 
aaterial soa i sa Fall skulle ga upp i lagor... 

Tysken Karl Veit startade 19S6 organisationen MUST 
(Deutsche UFO/IFO-StudiengesellschaFt), en av de aest 
inFlytelserika grupperna i aellan-Europa. DUIST har 
troFast statt hakoa nastan alia internationellt kanda 
(och okanda) 'kontaktpersoner', alltiFran Beorge Adaaski 
till Elizabeth Klarer, Oscar Hagocsi och Arthur Berlet. 
(EFter patryckningar tycks aan ha tagit avstand Frin 
Meier och Siragusa). De pastatt *kontaktades* verk har 
publicerats i en ling rad bocker Frin DUlST’s Farlag 
Ventla, liksoa i tidskriFten UFO-Hachrichten, soa 
utkoaait aed hela 313 nuaaer sedan 19S6. TidskriFten har 
dragit pa sig aycket kritik For att publicera aaterial 
Fran icke trovardiga kallor, typ aaerikansk skvaller- 
press. Karl och Anny Veit har haFt en kristet-religiis 
teFatssyn dar aan blandat saaaan UFO-Fenoaenen aed t.ex. 
Jesus aterkoast. 

I deceaber 1988 utkoa vad soa ForeFaller bli UFO- 
Macltrichten’s sista nuaaer. Karl Veit - soa 1958-59 FI era 
ginger besokte Sverige (se UFO-dokuaent, nr 1), och drev 
en intensiv *IF0- (interplanetariska Flygande objekt)- 
propaganda* genoa stora kongresser i Tyskland - har 
drabbats av nathinneavlossningar pa bida ogonen och 
hiller pa att Forlora synForaagan. I nuaaer 311/313 
aeddelar hustrun Anny att tidskriFten laggs ned, aen att 
Forlaget Ventla drivs vidare. Paret Veit har drivit 
verksaaheten (Forlaget/tidningen) soa ett (enl. uppgiFt 
Fran tyska skeptiker) lonsaat FaailjeForetag och nagon 
eFtertradare Finns inte (i likhet aed Lorenzen’s APRO i 
USA). 

Fran Finland nir oss det trakiga beskedet att organisati¬ 
onen The UFO Research oF Finland (Finlands UFO-Forskare) 
har upphort soaaaren 1987. Organisationen utgav arligen, 
pa engelska, en Fin saaaanFattning av (oFta valundersok- 
ta) Finska UFO-Fall. 

Den Finska gruppens upphorande, och svarigheten att Fa 
oversatt aaterial Fran UFO-Sverige, bar nu ocksa tvingat 
UFO-Norge att lagga ned tidskriFten Nordic UFO Newslet¬ 
ter. Den startades geaensaat av 'Nordic UFO Groups', 
orgaoisationer Fran Sverige, Norge och Finland For att 
sprida nyheter oa skandinaviska UFO-handelser till en 
iaternationell publik. TidskriFten koaaer att leva vidare 
uoder det aer aodesta naaoet UFO-Norway News. 


Son en trevlig aotvikt till dessa negativa nyheter 
annonserar den aycket aktiva engelska riksorganisationen 
BUFORA (aed 550 betalande aedleaaar) att aan aanar starta 
en ny stor tidskriFt aed engelska Kb internationella 
inslag. Forsta nuaret av den nya tidskriFten, The UFO 
Tiaes, kouer i aaj 1989, och den ersatter da savil 
BUFORA Bulletin soa The Journal oF Transient Aerial 
Phenoaena.

Under Gordon Creightons redaktirsskap har 
gaala goda FSR belt kytt stil Kh publicerar nu rena 
'nojjan* (soa att UFOs ar bar Fir att utrota aansklighe- 
ten och att AIDS ar UFO-varelsernas paFund...) 

Belgiska Foreningen SVL (Studiegroep voor Vreeade 
Luchtverschijnselen) har lagt ned sin SVL TijdscbriFt xh 
satsar nu istallet pa tvb engelsksprakiga skriFter SVL 
Newsletter Kh SVL Report.

CISU har kastat ut ett antal oseriisa entusiaster och 
inFirt ett systea dar aan bara blir aedlea av orgaaisati- 
onens inre cirkel pa rekoaaendation av dea soa redan 
sitter dar - d.v.s. ungeFar saaaa aodell soa danska 
SUFOI. Under ett kvaliFikationsar aaste apn visa att aan 
respekterar organisationens Forskningsinriktade policy. 
Inget Flua-Flua dar, inte! 
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Stjal de var genetiska kod..? 

Fran ain barndoa Finns ett antal oFirlista ocb delvis 
obegripliga ainnen. Naturligtvis ar jag inte ensaa oa 
att ha halt trauaatiska upplevelser i yngre ar. Handdsar 
i barndoaen upplevs aycket starkt, inte ainst pa det 
underaedvetna planet, och paverkar sedan aanniskaas 
Fortsatta liv. Dar Finns belt naturliga, saval lyckliga 
soa tragiska, handelser. Hen soa sagt, i aitt Fall ocksa 
sadant soa annu inte Fatt en Forklaring. 

Ett av aina Firsta ainnen (jag ar knappt tre ar), ar att 
jag kryper under ain doende brors sang (Lasse lider av 
obotlig leukeai och ar heaaa pa 'en sista peraission'). 
Plotsligt banner jag en acklig, gron, kladdig Kh sleaaig 
aassa not ain hand. Pa ungars satt Firsiker jag dolja vad 
jag rakat ut For. Jag banner aig nedskyldig, nen kan i 
eFterhand inte Firsta varFor. Den grina nassan vacker 
undran. Nagon Forklaring till vad det var, eller variFran 
den kon, Faan vi aldrig. 

Vid ett annat tillFalle ar jag aed ain aor ute i skogen 
For att plKka bar. Jag ar bara 4-S ar, darFor kan jag 
inte lianas ensaa henna. Fran den dagen har jag en klar 
ninnesbild son ar naiad soa en vacker - nen santidigt 
skraanande - tavla i aitt aedvetande. 1 den ljusgrina 
lovskogen ser jag en norkkladd nan staende belt still a, 
pa avstand. Scenen ar en situationsbild utan inledning 
och utan eFterspel. Jag kan inte Forklara ’bildens” 
tjusniog, eller dess verkliga innebord. 

Vid den har tiden borjar en del av aina 'underliga* 
Fantasier och beteenden. Bl.a. har jag intensiva dranaar, 
eller Fantasier, oa att jag varit inne i ett sjukhus, 
bland vitkladda lakare och operationslaapor. Jag letar 
intensivt eFter 'sjukhuset*, soa jag tror ligger inne i 
berget nara aitt barndoashen. Under Flera ar Firsiker jag 
hitta 'ingangen* till 'sjukhuset* i bergsskrevorna. 

Vid ett tillFalle upplever Faailjen annu ett skraanande 
Fenoaen. Vi sitter i kiket nar ett starkt buller hirs 
Fran taket, precis soa oa nagon gar oakring daruppe. Hitt 
eget ninne av denna handelse ar ytterst vagt. Jag paainns 
on den nar ain nor berattar vad soa hande. Nar det 
skraanande ljudet upphir gar ain Far ut pa garden For att 
kontrollera tegelpannorna. De ar belt oskadda. Nen vad 
var det heaska ljudet? 

Oaedvetna tidsFirluster 

VarFir alia dessa detaljerade hagkoaster (soa kunde goras 
till en aycket langre lista)..? Jo, jag har last - och 
paverkats av - Budd Hopkins bok 'Intruders* (Inkraktare), 
soa konner att bli higaktuell, och oadebatterad, i 
Sverige under 1990, da den koaaer i svensk iversattning 
pa Foruas Firing. Hopkins tidigare bok 'Hissing tiac" 
(Firlorad tid), koa For nigra ar sedan pa norska. 


Budd Hopkins ar aalare och skulptir. Han bor i Nom 
York-oaradet, dar han under ett artionde arbetat aed 
personer soa rapporterat UFD-observationer och andra 
aarkliga upplevelser aed atFiljande tidsFirluster. Ned 
hjalp av hypnoskunniga psykiatriker och psykologer 
borjadt Hopkins Filja upp, och dokunentera Fallen, son 
1987 hade hunnit bli narnare sextio stycken. 

Hopkins havdar till och aed att nanniskor, utan att ha 
haFt nagon aedveten UFO-observation, kan vara en 'abduc- 
tee', en oabordtagen. Det racker aed att aan, kanske soa 
jag, haFt en narklig upplevelse - FraaFirallt i yngre ar 
- Fir att aan ska vara ett aisstankt Fall. 

Nar Hopkins latit hypnotisera vittnen soa rapporterat 
tydliga UFO-observationer aed atFiljande kansla av 
Firlorad tid, har det visat sig att dessa oFta haFt 
bekaota, eller slaktingar, soa ocksa de haFt onbordtag- 
ningsupplevelser Fastan de yttre tecknen har var aycket 
ner svaga. Hopkins har Flera Fall dar Fler an en nanniska 
bortrivats vid saaaa tillFalle. Detta gir tankbara 
psykologiska Firklaringar litet aer svarsaalta. 

1 aitt eget Fall kan jag se en rad Firklaringar till ain 
barndoas aysterier, vilka iite oaFattar - det ska 
sarskilt poangteras - nagon direkt UFO-observation. Nar 
jag tidigare last bicker soa 'Hissing tine', 'The Tujunga 
Canyon contacts' (av Ann DruFFel k Scott Rogo) ocb *UFO 
abductions - a dangerous gaae* (av Philip Klass) har jag 
hela tiden paaints, och blivit aer undrande, iver 
barndoiens gator. En latt paranoid tanke soa jag, trots 
allt, inte tar sarskilt allvarligt. 
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Naturliga firklaringar 

Hur SOI heist, for att testa lijligheten skulle det, fir 
aig personligen, vara ett intressant experiaent att lata 
hypnotisera sig. Vilka extreaa UFO-fanta sier skulle inte 
knnna rinna upp Iran en hjarna soi under ifera irtionden 
*tvattats* aed all varldens aijliga och oaijliga UFO- 
fall...? 

Hest intressant vore ju oa det inte koa nagra 'UFO- 
fantasier* alls! Kanske bara naturliga firklaringar, sea 
att Jag skraats av lakare soa vardat ain diende bror, 
eller att jag sag en annan barplockare pa avstand? 1 en 
intervju nyligen aedgav Hopkins att ban hypnotiserat ett 
2S-tal personer soa aisstankts vara 'bortrevade', aen da 
hittat belt andra, 'noraala* firklaringar till deras 
blockeringar eller radslor. (International UFO Reporter, 
vol. 13 a. 6). 

Hopkins later sig saledes inte luras av allt soa verkar 
underligt. Han bar utvecklat kriterier fir att skilja 
bort rena psykfall. Det soa skiljer abduction-offren fran 
exeapelvis Aluia Laasons experiaent ar det eaotionella 
engageaang (radsla, etc) Hopkins* vittnen uppvisar. 

Hopkins undersikningar, son i 'Intruders* aestadels 
kretsar kring 'Kathie Davies' och hennes faailj, visar 
upp hela kalejdoskopet av fantastiska UFO-effekter. 
Handelserna tycks aig betydligt aer patagliga an de 
Hhitley Strieber beskriver i sina bicker, bl.a. fians bar 
efterlaanade spar pa aarken soa kunnat fotograferas under 
lang tid Kb likartade arrbildningar pa naaga av *off- 
rens* kroppar.

'Oabordtagningsoffren* bar inget att vinna pa sina 
berattelser, utoa aijligen aedkansla. Upplevelserna tycks

'kontakthistorien* i la SO- eller 60-tal. 


Fir aig kanns det vardefullt att en oberoende undersikare 
soa Hopkins, sa att saga 'utifran* stravar efter att 
dokuaentera och vardera upplevelserna. Den sjalvbiografi- 
ska foraen bos Hhitley Streiber kanns, vid en jaafirelse, 
aindre palitlig aven on aan ocksa dar kan spara ett 
sjalvkritiskt drag - nar det passar Striebers syften. 

Hed tiden birjar ocksa Hopkins att fuska: baa bar ni 
slappt kravet pa att lata hypnosen utforas av psykolo- 
giskt skolade personer och gir den istallet sjalv, 
firaodligen fir att vinna tid. I en intervju (lUR, jfr. 
ovan) havdar Hopkins att ban aed nanga ars vana grundligt 
lart sig beharska hypnosens olika noaent och faror. 

Genetiska experiaent? 

Genoa 'Intruders' tillfir Budd Hopkins UFO-debatten ett 
delvis nytt eleaent: Teorin oa genetiska experiaent. 

1 fall efter fall bar Hopkins’ inforaatirer tvangsaassigt 
utsatts fir firsik soa fir tanken till inseaiaatioa, 
provrorsbarn, ja, ibland ren valdtakt. Firsiken galler 
aven aanliga 'offer', till skillnad fran den pornografir 
ska industrins fantasier (soa nan kunde tanka sig en 
underaedveten paverkan fran). Hopkins berattar att 
Barney Hill fick liana speraaprov, ett faktui soa 
censurerades bort ur John Fuller’s bok oa Hill-fallet. 
Vissa kvinnor beskriver operationer soa bar stora 
likheter aed var egen skolaedicins utvecklade aetoder fir 
att ta ut agg (laparoskopi). 

Trots att blod- xh urintester bekraftar att 'Kathie 
Davies' ar gravid finner bon sig nagra ainader senare 
belt ofirklarligt ha firlorat fostret. Senare visar det 
sig att fostret opererats ut av UFO-varelserna xh nu 
vaxer upp i deras nilji. Kathie bar vid senare UFO/abduc- 
tion-tillfallen fatt traffa sin 'artificiellt* skapade 
avkoua - en korsning nellan aanskliga drag och egenska- 
perna bos de saa, grahyade UFO-varelserna. 





son bon tecknat oaedelbart 
efter en hypnossession. 
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Hopkins traffar pa flora 'oabordtagna* kvinnor son 
upplevt liknande forlapp. En flicka dronaer, soi 13- 
aring, att en nan besokt henne i sovrunaet. Flickan blir 
gravid, aen gynekologen konstaterar att hon ar jungfru. 
Kanske bar vi bar en icke-psykologisk losning pa fenoae- 
r.et jungfrufodsel, vea vet? 

'Allt detta for fraa till den obebagliga, spekulativa 
slutsatsen att nagonstans, pa nagot satt, produceras 
aanskliga varelser - eller kanske bybrider av nagot slag 
- av en teknologi soa tydligt...ar oss overlagsen.' 

De saa kalorna 

Ett annat aterkoaaande inslag i Hopkins’ aangder av fall 
(Ifbitley Strieber ar bara ett i raden) ar firekoasten av 
inplantat. Saa, runda kulor (cirka 2,5 aa i diaaeter) 
firs in i offrens buvuden via nasan eller bakoa ogat aed 
bjalp av en lang nal. Oe tycks fylla nagon funktion vid 
varelsernas aterkoaaande uppfoljningar av sina 'offer*. 
Kanske gor de att 'offren* kan sparas ocb paverkas, var 
de an befinner sig. 1 fyra olika fall bar neurologer 
kunnat spara sadana kulor pa forfinad rontgen. Hopkins 
vantar nu pa lijligbeten att laboratorieundersoka en 
sadaa kula. De verkar svara att operera ut da de ofta 
placerats i narbeten av ogonen ocb synnerven. 

'Intruders' ar avgjort en av de test fascinerande bicker 
jag last - alia kategorier. Till Hopkins firtjanst kan 
raknas att ban annu beiligballer vissa einster bland 
fallen, fir att kunna anvanda son test pa nya fall. Bl.a. 
galler det en rad syaboler son 'offren' rapporterat i 
sanband ned UFO-kontakterna. 

Har Hopkins ratt, att 'onbordtagningar*, fir genetiska 
experinent ocb frantagande av korsbefruktade foster, ar 
vanligare an vi kan tro, ar det en idi ned enorna 
konsekvenser. Den kanske ocksa ger oss en fingervisning 
on vart ursprung ocb gator son den nystiska 'felande 
lanken*...? Har ban fel bar vi an en gang latit oss 


luras av ett fenoaen son aedvetet - bela tiden - tycks 
vilja firse oss ned pusselbitar ned dalig passfora. 

Harkiigt ar att dessa pusselbitar ofta bar en viss 
aktualitet. De biologiska ocb etiska aspekterna pa *den 
nya genetiken' diskuteras ju i stort sett varje dag i 
nassnedia. 

Hopkins idier niter starkt aotstand fran skeptiska 
psykologer ocb parapsykolger, son aenar att fenoaen soa 
'besikare i sovrunaet* ar valkanda i dessa branscber. En 
kritiker ar t.ex. parapsykologen Nanfred Cassirer soa tar 
upp annet i en artikel i tidskriften Hagonia (nr 31). 

Xven on bevisfiringen ar nog sa aager (indicierna genoa 
de saaverkande ninstren i bortrivande-rapporterna ar val 
det starkaste 'beviset'), finns det en avgrundslik 
skillnad aellan attiotalets relativt valdokunenterade 
abduction-fall ocb konventionella kontaktfall fran 
50-talet. Nastan alia abduction-offer onskar att detta 
inte skulle ba bant den. Kontaktkulterna skapades or 
insketankande ocb ockultisn, abduction-fallen ar upple- 
velser son sitter nycket djupa arr (inte sal Ian av 
negativ art) i det aanskliga sinnet. Inte undra pa att 
aaerikanske ufologer ocb 'onbordtagningsoffer* nu startar 
stidgrupper. 

Hopkins arbetar nu aed en tredje bok soa far naanet 
'lapact: Tbe effect of UFO experiences on everyday life*. 
Den beskriver bur dessa bortrivanden paverkar 'offrens* 
vardagsliv. Dir betonas den terapeutiska aspekten - dessa 
ninniskors bebov av bjilp ocb stid. Hopkins ir fraafi- 
rallt bekyarad iver att en ling rad barn ofirskyllt rikar 
ut fir sidana bir skriuande ocb livsfirindrande upple- 
velser.

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UFO congress at Tomsk, Siberia 

In the coapany of Heikki Virtanen, vice chairaan oF 
Suoaen UFotutkijat, 1 visited Esthonia on July 15-17, 
1988. In Tallinn ue set Igor Volke, vice chairaan oF tbe 
Esthonian UFO research group, and several other local 
uFologists. 

The latest neus Froa the kingdoa oF the Perestroika are 
quite interesting. The Esthonian researchers had taken 
part in a aajor UFO research congress in Toask, at the 
heart oF Siberia, on April 18-25, 1988. 

Here than 300 UFO researchers Froa all parts of the 
Soviet Union attended the eight days long conFerence, 


arranged at the Technical High School oF Toask. There 
Here aany interesting lectures. The subject had been 
divided into six sub-sections, each uith it’s oun uorking 
party during the congress. Besides the Toask Technical 
High School, the aeeting uas organized by the Siberian 
departaent oF the Soviet Union’s Acadeay oF Science aad 
the ScientiFic-Technical Associations Central Organisati¬ 
on. 

During the congress recent investigations oF a UFO case 
near Vladivostok, in april 19B6, uere related: 

A luainous light-ball descended uith about a dozen people 
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as spectators. At the last loeent the light changed to a 
•ore horisontal path and crashed on a 30 eeter tall 
cliff. The UFO exploded into tiny, tiny particles. On 
the surface of these particles a strange net-like 
structure, like gauze bandage, uas found. Laboratorial 
tests have shoun that they consist of a great nueber of 
rare eetals. A feu of the particles are practically pure 
gold and silver, soee SO Z of each. 

Aeong all the leading Soviet researchers the eeeting uas 
attended by the chairian of the Soviet UFO research 
coeeission, the corresponding eeeher of the Acadeey of 
Science, Vsevolod Troitski, and vice chairian Pavel 
Popovitch. Felix 2igel uas absent due to illness. 

One of the lore proiinent UFO researchers, nouadays, is a 
doctor of cheiistry, Oiitrijev. He had a long presentati¬ 
on to the congress on the subject of anoialous phenoiena 
in the atiosphere. 


Oiitrijev proposed a theory that certain phenoiena, 
believed to be UFOs, could be caused by plasia-balls 
created around solar particles in connection uith 
sun-spot activity. This uould explain the observed 
11-year frequency in both the UFO phenoienon and sun¬ 
spots. 

Oiitrijev uas especially uorried by the diiinished ozon 
layer. He is a leiber of the UN coiiittee created to 
research this phenoienon. According to Oiitrijev, signs 
Here recently found that the layer has diiinished over 
east Siberia, Brazil and northern Europe.

Hore than 
50 participants froi such cities as Hoscou, Leningrad, 
Hinsk, Tbilisi and Toisk attended. Guest of honour uas 
the lany tines Horld Chanpion, test pilot Narina Popo¬ 
vitch, life of cosnonaut Pavel Popovitch. 

The leeting uas arranged by Gennadi Sorokin, chairian of 
the Petroskoi coiiission. Arvid Hordvin-Shtshodro, 
chairian of the Leningrad coiiission as uell as secretary 
of the all-union UFO coiiission, opened the seiinar. The 
prograiie uas arduos. 

Hihail Korovkin and Natalja Lebedeva, froi Toisk, related 
the investigations of the Oalnegorsk phenoienon. Talassi 
Shonija, froi Tbilisi, spoke about anoialous daiages to 
Hoods in Gruusien, and Konstantin Hazanovitsh, fron 
Leningrad, described UFO research in Australia. 

Galina Siirnova, of Hoscou, spoke about the anoialous 
phenoienon at Jasonevo, and Aleksandr Popov, froi 
Petroskoi, lade coiients on preliiinary results of 
investigated phenoiena at Kontupohja and Vieljarvi. 

The seiinar also had talks by eye uitnesses. The iipor- 
tance of lethodology in eye uitness investigation uas 


underlined. An exhibition uith dozens of screens desribed 
uellknoHn anoialous phenoiena. 

The ail of the seiinar uas to spread the uord about UFO 
research, particularly through the press, during the era 
of Glasnost. The seiinar uas attended by representatives 
of APN, Hoskovskie Novosti, national television, as uell 
as the local press and television. Esko Kokkonei, 
reporter for the Finnish radio of Uleahorg, also atten¬ 
ded. 

Harina Popovitch valued the leeting in this lay: 

- This seiinar here at Petroskoi is a great feather in 
the organizers hats. The great interest froi lass wdia 
is, in itself, a victory for the researchers of this so 
little knoun subject. Extraterrestrial civilisations and 
contacts, and the research into these subjects. Here tke 
ails of the seiinar, and the event uas an iiportant step 
forHard in the developient of science and the search for 
neu civlizations.

UFO report archives 

AFU’s latest project is a lutual Suedish archive of UFO 
reports. At UFO-Sueden’s annual conference, in April, it 
uas decided that AFU uould take over the national report 
archive laintained by UFO-Sueden since 1970. The UFO- 
Sueden archives uill be integrated uith neusclippings (on 
UFO incidents), reports froi the GICOFF group archives 
(deposited uith AFU in 1981) and copies of all reports 
presently available at the Research Institute of National 
Defence in Stockholi. The 'all-Suedish* file is expected 
to contain, in a feu years, soie 8-10.000 reports in 
chronological order.

The Archives for UFO research (AFU) project to reinvesti¬ 
gate and docuient the 1946 Have of ghost rockets over 
Scandinavia has been docueented in several articles in 
1985 (1), 1987 (2) and 1988 (3). Tho of the better cases 
have also been reported in English (4) and Snedish (5). 

With tiee, the project has expanded into several nen 
territories, and the total project file non covers lore 
than tHO running leters of paperuork. Soie 1.500 cases 
are available in a dBase III coiputer file. 

The project’s Hork has noH, lainly, left the case 
collection and reinvestigation phases. Dorens of proii- 
nent cases have been dKuiented as far as possible. It 
has soietiies been difficult to relocate uitnesses, 
although the unique Suedish personal code nuiber, 
eaployed by all governient agencies, has Horked to our 
advantage. 

In spite of this, lany uitnesses Here dead nhen ne sought 
then out, and He concentrated on interesting cases nhere 
people Hho Here young in 1946 took part. Our intervieus 
also involved people Hho took part in the 1946 investiga¬ 
tive procedures. 

Main attention has non shifted to a feu other crucial 
areas of our reserach: 

1. The continued sightings of 'ghost rockets* since 1946. 
Mhile copying and researching other governient aid 
private post-1946 files, it Has discovered that a good 
nuiber of incidents correlate quite Hell nith the 
sightings in 1946. It seeis that the 'ghost rockets* - 
'technological iiitations*, that look like rockets 
(usually siall dark-painted objects Hith siall, snept 
Hings) - is still a continuing phenoienon, largely 
unnoticed by ufologists. 



on July IB, 1976. These siall objects 
usually appear over lakes, in 
daylight hours and on bright suiiir 
days. The 'ghost rockets* continue to 
appear, but is this really a unique 
Scandinavian phenoienon...? 


Is this 'ghost rocket' phenoienon peculiar to Scandina¬ 
via...? Cases froi abroad Hould be uellcoie additions to 
our file, especially cases nhere lissiles have been seen 
crossing above, or entering/crashing into. Hater surfa¬ 
ces. 

2. Correlation nith state-of-the-art of Soviet air/space 
capability in 1946. Along our sub-projects: a) literature 
seach for data on this aspect, b) direct contacts Hith, 
hopefully 'glasnost', Russian authorities and historians 
and 3) coiputerized studies of the reports. He still feel 
that the current knonledge is too liiited to place a 
definite 'yes/no* verdict on the 'Soviet theory* concer¬ 
ning the phenoiena. 

3. Detailed interviens Hith current Snedish defence and 
industry specialists on lissile and RPV techniques to 
hear their viens on the 1946 incidents, and the recurrent 
'ghost rocket* phenoiena. Hoh coie the intense interest, 
in recent years, in 'unidentified subiarines', ihile 
'unidentified rockets* sees to go unnoticed...? 

4. Historical, archival studies of soie tuenty retaining, 
side-line files froi the Snedish Defence. Also further 
studies on the intelligence aspects at several Stockholi 
archives and institutions. 

In July 1987, He nrote the Secretary of Har, asking that 
he’ll direct defence authorities (such as the kfence 
Staff, the Air Staff and the Defence Materials depart- 
lent) to undertake a further search for reiaining 'ghost 
rxket' files. The Supreie Coiiander stated, on Aug 14, 
1987, that no further docuients Here found and on April 
13, 1939, the Snedish Secretary of Defence nrote us, 
denying our proposal for further searches. 

I.n the neantine, our onn searches - in side-line archives 
- had provided us nith soie of the docuients sought. 
Further results are expected, so the 'lost* docuients are 
probably just a case of nisplaced papers and bad filing. 

Research for ghost rocket data has also been going on in 
Noruay, Finland and Dennark. AFU’s correspondents Ole 
Jonny Eraenne, Heikki Virtanen and Ole Henningsen have 
lade extensive enquiries, but usually drain a blank. 

Braenne nrote the Nornegian Departient of Defence on Oct 
21, 1987, asking to see the files on 1933/37 ghost fliers 
and 1946 ghost rockets. The request Has lade iioediately 
after a nell-publicized report that Nornegian defence 
authorities atteipted to open lany of their secret files 
dated pre-1949. About 1/3 of the defence policy and NATO 
files, for the 1945-1960 period. Here'expected to be 
donngraded for release. Docuients related to defence 
installations, foreign pouers or personnel Hould not be 
released, honever. 
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Edvin Bjornfot witnessed a grey 
■issile~like object over Lake 
Kuittasjvvi, near Svanstein in 
northern Sweden on Aug. 10, 1965. 
Swedish eilitary eade extensive 
sweeps with helicopter over the area 
without finding any trace of the 
■issile. (Photo reconstruction by 
Haparandabladet, a north-Swedish 
newspaper). 


On Ncv 19, the Defence Hinistry excused itself, finding 
that Braenne’s request could not be eet because tbe 
Departient of Defence, including its archives, was eoving 
to new headquarters. New enquiries will be undertaken. It 
is at least expected that the Norwegian files will 
contain inforeation on the Lake Hjosa crash of two 
RFV-like objects on July 18, 1946. This case was referen¬ 
ced in detail in a British security docueent of Sept 9, 
1946. The contents of this report probably eeanated froe 
Norwegian defence sources. 

Enquiries in Finland has net the usual Finnish policy of 
*no coenent* when it cones to any natter where the Soviet 
Union could be inplicated. Heikki Virtanen, however, 
found interesting docunentation in newspaper files. Ole 
Henningsen’s probes into Danish files are continuing. 


Translation into English, and publication, of ghost 
racket data is indeed one of our favorite ideas. In the 
overall schene, however, the publication of a ftiedish 
‘«hite beck' on this phenonenon oust take priority. It is 
expected that such a 'white book* in Swedish would 
generate further first-hand reports and views. Therefore, 
it seeis essential to have the data out as soon as 
possible, in Swedish, before witnesses and investigators 
pass away. 

A lifiited nueber of docueents, on the ghost rocket 
coHittee proceedings, were disseiinated (in Swedish) to 
six researchers in USA and France, in April 19B7. 

The MAIN OBSTACLE, to our research at present, is lack of 
■oney. In the 1984-B9 period we invested at least 30.000 
sw.kronor in the project, thus draining our nonetary 
backup. Ne had to postpone our 'research week* in 
Stockholn, last autum. 

To help raise soee eoney we’ve recently published the 
Doesten booklet (detailed in another article in this 
issue), but the econoeical prospects of a docueent that 
explains one of the favorite cases in ufology are not 
overwhelning.... 

Ne are laking proposals for grants to the Fund for UFO 
Research in Naryland, USA. Ne are also naking contacts 
with Swedish industry sponsors. If sponsoring tennis, ice 
hockey or golf - why not serious UFO research?

by Anders Liljegren and Cl as Svahn 

One of SHeden’s internationally eost Hellknom UFO cases 
has been revealed, 30 years later, as a hoax. On Dec. 

31, 1958, Stig Rydberg and Hans Gustafsson reported in 
Helsingborgs Dagblad, a south-SHedish nenspaper, that 
they had witnessed a lueinous, landed saucer and soie 
very strange little creatures, near Doesten (1). The case 
iuediately caught the attention of eajor Swedish 
newspapers, as well as the Swedish radio. 

This, in 1959 quite unusual, contact story soon spread to 
the international arenas, with reports in APRO Bulletin 
(2), Fate (3), Saucerian Bulletin (4), Flying Saucer 
Review (5) and UFO-Hachrichten (6). 

But the global faee of the case caee through Coral 
Lorenzens books 'The Great Flying Saucer Hoax' (1962) and 
its revised paperback edition in 1966 (7). The story is 
detailed in nueerous current books and oagazines. 
Unfortunately, these authors contributed the case to 
BUFORA’s recent 'Phenoienon' book (8) as an exaople of 
Swedish UFO lore, before we learned it was a hoax. 

The hoax was exposed after an IB lonths investigation by 
Clas Svahn, who applied journalistic investigative 
techniques. He used the phone to interview a large nueber 
of participants, and oade several trips to southern 
Sweden. Background details froe newspapers, archives and 
correspondence files were collected as work proceeded.

Finally, Stig oanaged to get loose and back to the car. 
The beings concentrated their efforts on Hans, by now 
hanging in a horisontal position desperately clinging to 
a pole. Stig sounded the car’s horn. As this happened tbe 
creatures loosened their grip of Hans (who fell to the 
ground) and ran into their saucer. The saucer took off 
with a whistling sound, towards Denoark. 

Terrified the two young oen sat, crying, in the car for 
about 15 einutes, before continuing. In the eorning they 
told the story to close faoily eeebers, who generally 
would not believe theo. Finally, on Dec 30, they decided 
to report to the local newspaper, Helsingborgs Dagblad. 

Hedia interest 


The final results were published in April 19B9, in a 
heavily docueented report froe AFU (9). This article is 
but a short English suaeary of that 88 pages long report. 

The story 

Interested readers are referred to the Lorenzen books, 
and other sources eentioned in the notes, for lore 
detailed versions of what allegedly happened. Let’s just 
give a short suiiary, to jog your leiory: 

Stig Rydberg and Hans Gustafsson, claieed they had been 
driving froe Hoganas to Helsingborg, on the coastal road 
near oresund (the water between Sweden and Denoark). It 
was 3.00 a.a. on a Deceober eorning, a foggy night. They 
decided to stop for relief. In a glade to the right of 
the road they saw a strange light. They approached. Tbe 
light had the shape of a saucer, on a tripod. Nearby, 
three or four loaf-shaped, 130 ca tall, lead-gray 
creatures were aoving about. 

As they approached, Stig and Hans were caught by the 
creatures who tried to pull thee towards the saucer. The 
beings were quick in their responses to Stig’s and Hans’ 
atteapts to escape. They coaaunicated with buzzing 
sounds, were soft to the touch, but still very strong. 


Journalist Kjell Lusch took down their story and brought 
a photographer to the glade near Doesten. The two aen 
claieed that a shallow iapression in the sand was a trace 
left by the saucer. 

Journalist Lusch got a generally good iapression froe the 
two, and so, after a conference with his editor-in-cbief, 
he decided to publish the story — but with aany reserva¬ 
tions. At that aoeent, strange as it aay seea, Stig and 
Hans had not told Lusch about their fight with the 
entities, and the incident was only vaguely dated to *a 
fortnight ago' (i.e. about Dec. 16-17). 

On the new year of 1958759, the story aade headlines all 
over Sweden. On New Year’s Eve, Stig and Hans were 
interviewed on the national radio’s evening news. In tbe 
January 2 edition of Helsingborgs Dagblad, the fight and 
abduction atteopt were eentioned for the very first tiie. 
Hhy delay their reporting of such an ieportant phase in 
such a horrible story, asked skeptics. 

Hany tried to find rational explanations for what the two 
young ten allegedly had seen. Explanations ranged froe 
earsb gas and a flock of sheep to a whirlwind phenoeenon. 

The Polish vessel Horska Nola had grounded in bad weather 
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i'.ii.- Doasten on the eorning of Dec. 15, and had been on 
the rocks until noon on Dec. 18. Bright lights froa the 
vessel Here visible froa the shores. Had the young aen 
aistaken lights Iron the ship? 

When Stig and Hans learned about this theory in the 
neuspapers, they gave - for the first tiae - a aore 
precise dating: Deceaber 20. Has the date just a rationa¬ 
lization? 

Controversy 

Stig and Hans becaae the center of an open controversy, 
in the aedia, for about a aonth. A local doctor, Ingeborg 
Kjellin, vouched for the young sen’s aental sanity. 

On Jan. 7, Sven Schalin, representative for NICAP in 
Sueden, taped an intervieu uith thea. He believed in the 
case, shoued Stig and Hans soae of the recent books on 
the subject and related soae of the classical cases 
involving EH effects. At the end of the intervieu Stig 
hinted that his uish uas to take a tour in space uith 
‘the good ones', not the creatures froa Doasten. As tiae 
Hould shoH, his uishes uould 'coae true'... 

Schalins long report to MICAP uas never published. NICAP 
had no interest in 'little aen stories'. 

The story uas by non a national faae and ailitary UFO 
investigators at the Defence Staff’s Air Defence depart- 
aent Here pressed for ansners. Has there soae kind of 
espionage involved? A coabined ailitary/police investi¬ 
gation took place in Helsingborg on Jan. 9, 1959. 

Three ailitary investigators caae froa Stockhola: Captain 
Lennart Bunke, psychologist Hichael Hachter and tele 
coaaunications expert Sture Risberg. The teaa Has aided 
by interrogation specialists froa local branches of the 
security police. The incident site Has visited tno tiaes 
during a 12 hours long investigation. The tapes resulted 
in a 14 pages long report. The security police, SAPO, 
released the report in 19B7. 

The group found ueak points in the story, but no defini¬ 
tive ansners. Could the ueak pole support a aan hanging 
horisontally, as the aen had claiaed? Stig claiaed that 
the object 'did not light up the surroundings'. In that 
case, hoH could he see Hans hang froa the pole as he caae 
back to the car? Hhen a reconstruction took place, late 
in the evening, Stig Has caught Hith a contradiction and 
aade a rather strange change to his story. 

This aade the investigators suspicious. On the other 
hand, the young aen stubbornly kept to the aain line of 
the story. During a pause in the interrogation a tape 
recorder Has, unknoningly to the aen, recording their 
conversation Hhile alone. The tape revealed no negative 
things that could break the story. 

Hypnosis? 

On Jan. 11, the case Has investigated by a private teas 
of tno Helsingborg doctors, Lars-Erik Essdn (a skin 
disease doctor) and Hilliaa Hellsten (an orthopaedist), 
using hypnosis. This is probably the first tiae use of 


hypnosis in UFO investigations. Huch has been aade of 
this, despite the Hellknoan fact that hypnosis is no 
'truth serua*. 

In fact, the type of hypnosis eaployed in this case, 
'hypno analysis', is only a very light fora of hypnosis. 
A kind of relaxation technique. Dr. Essdn Has against 
hypnosis nhere, contrary to hypno analysis, the subject 
has no free Hill of his onn. During hypno analysis a 
strong aind could decide for hiaself Hhat to say, and not 
to say, so the aethod Has no guarantee at all against 
untruthful stories. 

In their reports to the press, the tuo doctors vouched 
for the case in general - but not for the creatures 
observed. They Here probably aisidentifications, they 
theorized. In a letter Essfn stated that he had no faith 
in any stories about contacts Hith extraterrestrials. 

Privately, the three doctors Essfn, Hellsten and Kjellin 
all had side interests in flying saucers and the occult. 
Esstn Has a aeaber of the board of the Parthenon book 
coapany, and had, about one aonth before the Doasten 
affair, uritten a letter of recoaaendation, for the 
Parthenon group, to George Adaaski. The good doctors 
could hardly be called iapart!al in this case. 

On January U, the Defence Staff released its report. The 
verdict Has negative, based aainly on the psychologists 
investigation of the tno aen’s backgrounds. Stig Has 
relieved froa ailitary service due to agoraphobia. The 
detailed findings of the ailitary Here published in 
Lorenzen’s books, so ue Hon’t repeat thea here. 

Other ueak points 

Several other ueak points Here found in the police/aili- 
tary investigation, as nell as during our folloH-ups in 
19B7-B9. For instance: 

1. The tHO aen gave conflicting versions on the incidents 
prior to the saucer sighting, particularly in their tiae 
esti nates. 

2. Stig and Hans claiaed they had been in the coapany of 
tHO young girls in the evening before the incident. 
Strangely, they could not identify these girls. Probably, 
they never existed. 

3. Hans told the police that, prior to the incident, they 
had been to 'Vengatan', a street-naae in Hoganas that 
never existed. 

4. A check of the Heather situation for the early hours 
of Dec. 20 shoHS that there could have been no fog. 
Instead there Has a drizzling rain during the aorning 
hours. The choice of Dec. 20 as the date Has bad luck. 
Heather journals froa three surrounding stations shoH a 
definite pattern: There Has fog on the aornings of Dec. 
18, Dec. 19 and Dec. 21 - but none at all on Dec. 20. 

5. Stig is too precise in his estiaates of the distances 
betueen the tripod legs of the saucer: 2,0 - 2,15 - 1,70 
aeters. Only one iapression Has found in the sand. Then, 
hOH could he reasonably knoH the exact distances betueen 
the other legs...? 



The aerry-go-round 
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What happened after the initial weeks dnes nnt strenghten 
the story. Iiiediately, Stig and Hans started a tour of 
heavy drinking, on nightly trips on the bresund ferries. 

After publication of the story, they actively sought ways 
to get attention - and eoney. They toured south Sweden, 
visiting Lund, Halio, Landskrona and Stockholi to appear 
before audiences. Rydberg to a newspaper: 'One cannot 
deny that there is a certain fascination to have experi¬ 
enced soeething so out of the ordinary*. In another 
newspaper he claieed they had received soee S-i.OOO 
letters during the first two weeks, a rather too obvious 
exaggeration. There is also a tendency for eibellishient 
of the story, for exaeple with EH effects, when they were 
told such effects had occurred in other cases. 

In Stockholi they net ufologist K. Sosta Rehn on five 
different occasions. Rehn was APRS representative for 
Sweden. He had reported the case to Coral Lorenzen in a 
letter as early as January 1, 1959. Rehn wrote a series 
of personal reports to Coral Lorenzen and APRS. 

Rehn descibes, in one of his letters, how on January 23 
he tries to have Stig and Hans 'talk' by feeding then 
liquer. Obviously they are tore used to spirits than 
Rehn, they resist this crude atteipt to get to the truth. 
'Apparently they could stand an awful lot', Rehn wrote.

Late in January, Stig and Hans lade friends with a 
priest, Algot Englesson, a proiinent local ufologist with 
a preference for the philosophical contactee stories. 
They spent an afternoon with Englesson’s faiily and 
received, as a gift, the three newly published contactee 
books. Englesson was another board leiber of the 
Parthenon book coipany. 

New contact 

It seeis as no coincidence, then, when a few weeks later 
Stig and Hans appear before a Copenhagen audience with a 
new, coipletely different contact story*. Driving around 
in Helsingborg one day (no date given), they allegedly 
let at lysterious lan who took thei for a tour on the 
bresund in a snail boat. A saucer cane down and took then 
for a ride into space, where they chatted with nice- 
looking space people dressed in 'ski suits'. 


The story was obviously a Swedish variant of Adaiskis 
contact. Noone believed in it (except, perhaps, Engles- 
scn?). In Copenhagen, Rehn questioned Stig and Hans 
separately, and got coipletely different versions of what 
had happened while in space. 

P.ehn faithfully reported the new 'contact' in his letters 
to Lorenzen, who proiised a note of this new turn of 
events in her Bulletin. The note never appeared. 

In spite of the very strong indications of the fantasy- 
prone Kinds of the two young len, Rehn still prefered to 
view the first Doisten incident as genuine. Rehn’s faith 
was not even rocked by Rydberg’s atteipt, in June 1959, 
to 'sell' hii a set of UFO photos. Rehn didn’t buy the 
story, but reported it to Lorenzen. 

Despite these - and other - strong indications of fraud, 
Rehn and Lorenzen held on to the first story and used it 
(with no consents on the afteriath) in two Swedish books 
(by Rehn) and two English books (by Lorenzen). 

Obviously, with the early publication of the story in the 
APRO Bulletin for January 1959 (other articles were set 
aside) APRO had lade an investient in the case. 

Rehn had a sore difficult task to persuade Brinsley le 
Poer Trench, editor of the Flying Saucer Review in 
London. Trench first learned about 'the second contact* 
froi a Danish correspondent, and then refused to publish 
Rehns detailed story, except for two very short versions. 

Alcoholisi 

Today, both Rydberg and Sustafsson are dead - due to 
alcoholisi. The Doisten affair took it’s toll on both of 
thei. 'They both becaie nervous and irritated', says 
Hans’ brother Bengt. In the end, before Hans untiiely 
death, Stig and Hans becaie eneiies. 

Hhen Cl as Svahn investigated their backgrounds he found 
that both had a shattered private life. Stig divorced his 
wife in Hay 1958. Hans divorced his wife in February 
1960, but love had ended long before the Doisten affair. 

Hans Sustafsson died in 1960. In his short lifetiae of 
only 26 years he had lived in lore than twenty places. On 
Nov 12, 1960, he shared a litre of snaps with friends, 
before laking a ferry tour on the bresund. Hore spirits 
were consuied and Hans cliibed to the upper deck, where 
he fell off and disappeared, with no witnesses. 

Stig Rydberg died in 1984. He was a drinker froi early 
years, and resuied alcoholisi after his divorce and the 
Doisten affair. Rydberg was found dead, age 56, in his 
appartient on Harch 4, 1984. He had been beaten up and 
left lying in the cold of a street, where he caught a 
severe pneuaonia that finally ended his life. 

The confessions 

f 

In the saner of 1960, shortly before his death, Hans 
Sustafsson set his brother Artur. Hans then confessed 
that the story had been a hoax. Hans was very regretful 
over the affair. The ground iipressions were lade with a 
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bottle. Hans planned to tell the story to a newspaper, 
but died, shortly afterwards. 

AFU’s report on the case was reviewed in an article by 
Helsingborgs Dagblad on April 15, 1989. Two days later, 
Christian Johansen confined that he, too, knew the story 
was a hoax. Both Christian, and his eother, had been told 
the truth, but sworn to secrecy. As they read that the 
two ten were dead, and that the hoax had been exposed, 
they finally felt free to disclose the facts. 

Christian was only 14 years old when he sold tickets for 
lectures hy the Ooesten ten: 'The flying saucer was good 
business. 1 reaeeber that they collected good ooney for 
their participation in a radio prograeee. These guys had 
acting talents. Especially one of thee. He could dupe 
anyone.' 

The background 

That this hoax occurred at this particular tiee and place 
is no wonder. Inspiration was available in the newspapers 
and eagazines, in the book stores and on the radio. Other 
hoax stories (particularly two 'photo cases', each of 
which involved two young ten) occurred in Sweden and 
Oeneark iieediately after the Ooesten affair. 

The space age was born not sore than one year before, 
when Sputnik was sent to the heavens on Oct 4, 1957. This 
released a global interest in everything seen in the sky. 

At the sane tine the Parthenon book conpany was founded 
in Helsingborg, where Stig and Hans lived. Parthenon 
published the Swedish edition of Leslie/Adanski’s 'Flying 
saucers have landed' in 1957, and Adanski’s 'Inside the 
space ships', in 1958. The last weeks of 1958 also saw 
Daniel Fry’s 'The Hhite Sands incident' to cotplete a 
trio of 'educational books'. The books were reviewed and 
advertised in nany of the south-Swedish newspapers. 

In October 1958 the Gernan saucer enthusiast Karl Veit 
visited Helsingborg on invitation by the Parthenon group. 
Karl Veit, publisher of UFO-Nachrichten, told his lecture 
audiences, in no unsure words, that friendly visitors 
fron other planets were worried over our nuclear bonbs. 
The lectures were advertized and reported in south- 
Swedish nedia. Haybe Stig or Hans sat in the audience? 

Inspirations for the story 

On Oct. 3, 1958, Helsingborgs Dagblad published a local 
ghost story. A 'ghost light' was reportedly seen, near a 
windeill a few kes froi Doesten by two lotorists, late on 
a foggy night. The readers were encouraged to go to the 
windeill to see the light for theiselves. Hayhe Stig aid 
Hans did, and continued to spin on that yarn... 

Anoher interesting piece for the Doesten hoax scenario 
was found in a 'Toe Trick' science fiction cartoon series 
published in the Oct./Nov. issues (1958) of a wellknown 
Swedish weekly eagazine: 

Toe Trick and Paeela Parker land on a distant planet. 
Paeela is kidnapped (floating in a horisontal position) 
by a seei-transparent, greyish figure, seeeingly eade of 
rnhhpr Th" rreature bas Quick reactions. 



Toe Trick returns to his spaceship (resting on a tripod 
like the Doesten saucer) where four sieilar creatures 
wait for hie. They coeeunicate with snorting sounds.. As 
Too reaches for one of thee his are is soft, like a 
sponge. They probably have no sceletoos. Too thinks. 

Then, a eost revealing parallell to the Doesten affairt 
Toe presses a device and a high-pitched, whistling sound 
is heard. The sound scares the creatures. They tueble oet 
of Toe’s spaceship, holding their sensitive ears. 



Conclusion 

The hoax status of this Swedish 'UFO case' has been 
proven, beyond any doubt. Although the two 'witnesses* 
are dead, we have three people who attested that the lain 
'percipients' had confessed the case as a hoax. 

By checking different versions of the story against each 
other, and against known facts (such as the weather) we 
spotted eany, very grave, indications of a hoax. 

The Doesten story has ieplications for future ufology, 
not only in Sweden. It tells us that we cannot be sure of 
even a case that (seeeingly) received a very detailed 
investigation, froe eany different parties. 

The essential thing is evidently to check dn the persona¬ 
lities of sain witnesses. Are they known as jokers, 
unreliables or alcoholics by their friends and neighbo¬ 
urs? The story’s never better than the lan who tells it. 
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The Doesten affair iaplicates that mb have a need to go 
through oost of ufology’s *hasic* cases to see if they 
still stand up to our expectations. Hoh oany of ufology’s 
dearest cases would still he valid after a detailed 
analysis such as the one perforoed in this case? 
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Friedrich JQrgensson dead 

The Swidisb-iatornatiOMl painter, arcbNlogist ad 
parapsychologist Friedrich JlrgenssM died in ktober 
1987. He was born in Odessa, Bussia 1901 and lived in 
Esthonia, Berlin, Palestine ad Italy before ci»iB| to 
Sweden in 1945. In 19S9 be started to catcb strange 
voices 00 bis tape raorder. Voices that be claioad were 
froo the spirits of tbe dead. For oay years be caopera- 
ted with parapsychologist Has Bader of Freiborg nbo 
analyzed Jirgenssa rKordings and claioed tbeo a 
original paraoral pbaooaa. 

In a book published in 1964, 'Risterna frko ryeda* (Tbe 
voices fra tbe sky), Jirgassa offered bis tbeory that 
UFOs are caoKted to bis spiritual voica and are in 
fact 'the ships of the dead*. He claieed to having 
overheard voice coesunicatias betuca such ships a they 
traverad Sweda at a speed of 2S oila per elate! 

■In reality (tbe UFOs) are tracadatal airplaas 
belaging to a higher diansia. Tbea ships and radar 
discs have wrongly bea thought of a interplaotary- 
spacesbips...*
